St. Petersburg, Feb. 21—After 36 


hours' deliberation the judges of the 
military tribunal -which heard 
the 


evidence on the charges against Gen. 
erads Stoessel, Fooke, Smirnoff 
and 


Reisse announced last evening that 
they had found Gen. Stoessel guilty 
of cowardice in surrendering 
Port 


Arthur to the Japanese. 


The finding of the court entails a 


sentence of death; buc the court ac- 
companied its findings with a recom- 
mendation to the Czar that the sen- 
tence be commuted to 10 years' im- 
prisonment in a fortress and exclu- 
sion from the service. 


General <Focke escaped with a rep- 


rimand, while Smirnoff 
and Reisso 


"were acquitted. 


When the findings -were announced 


it was evident that the aged judges 
had been under a severe strain dur- 
ing the deliberation and discussion. 
following- the closing of the trial. 


Prominent military and naval offi- 


cers and many women of social prom- 
inence crowded the court room froro 
early morning untiJ S o'clock in the 
evening, when the verdict was an- 
iioimced. 


Th'e passing of the 
sentence 
of 


death upon Lieutenant General Stoes-- 
sel is a -harsh and tragic ending to 
4he career of this Russian commander 
Tvlio, three years ago, was acclaimed 
around the world as the "Hero of 
Port Arthur." The General who was 
decorated 'by Emperor William of 
Germany and honored by the Russian 
army for his gallant defense of the 
Fort Arthur fortress, has now been 
'tried and found wanting in courage 
and capability 'by his own people and 
sentenced to give Tip his life to the 
fetish of army .prestige. 


Even Stoessel's former 
enemies, 


the Japanese, have come forward to 
say that he does not deserve this 
treatment at the hands o his country. 
Jn fas last words before the court Gen_ 
eral Stoessel, broken an health and 
'fortune, accepted full 
responsibility 


for the surrpnder of Port Arthur, and 
pleaded for the death sentence if the 
court should decide that a crime had 
jbeen committed. 
' The basis oftae indictments- upon 
•which Lieutenant General Stoessel, 
General Pocke, who commanded the 
Fourth Siberian division of Port Ar- 
thur, and Major General Reisse, chief 
of staff to General Stoessel, were 
tried for their lives, was a secret re- 
port made by Lieutenant General 
Smirnoff on the defense of Port Ar- 
thur. Smirnoff was acting command- 
ant of the fortress, Stoessel being 
commander of the Kwang Tung pen- 
insula. 
Smirnoff 
categorically ac- 


cused Stoessel of cowardice and in-', 
capacity, and finally of the deliberate 
and treasonable hastening of the sur. 
render to save his own life and in de- 
fiance of the decision of two succes- 
sive councils of war. 


The report was extremely biased. 


Jt breathed the most bitter personal 
<pnmitaes and showed that the high of- 
ficers of the Forth Arthur garrison in 
the darkest days of the siege were al- 
jnost at one another's throats. 


Genera] Smirnoff declared that the 


fortress which was surrendered 
to 


Hie Japanese 
on 
January 1, 1905, 


could 'have held out six weeks longer. 


In opposition to this side of the 


-picture are the statements made bv 
Japanese officers who were the first 
«o enter »ho fortress. Captain Tsun- 
oda. who on behalf of Genial Xo*a 
conducted the negotiations 
for the 


surrender of Hie fortress, came out

ture of the conditions prevailinc; fli 
Port Arthur.

The judge advocate paid the high- 


est'tribute to the brave defenders of 
the 
fortress, 
several 
'hundred of 


whom were seated in the court room. 
He said it was necessary to draw a 
sharp distinction between them and 
the leaders, who had covered their 
names with shame. 
He concluded as 


follows: 


"The accused must 
receive itfoe 


most severe penalty provided by law 
in order t'hlat the principle proclaim- 
ed in the time of Nicholas 1., that 
the Rusbiian flag once hoisted must 
never be lowered, be maintained." 


The final word was given to the ac- 


cused general, who shouldered 
the 


entire responsibility for the surren- 
der of Port Arthur. "If the court de- 
cides that the surrender was a crime" 
•he concluded, "I ask for the death 
sentence." 


lAnatole Mik'hailovtuch Stoessel was 


born in 1848 and entered the army in 
1864. 
He comes from a 
family or 


military men. 


Stoessel has been a most severe 


disciplinarian. 
It is (related of him 


that he has sentenced many men TO 
death for infractions of rules and he 
is far from popular in the Russian 
army. 


A tremendous effort is being made 


by General StoesseFs friends to in- 
duce Czar Nicholas not to stop at 
commutting the former's 
sentence 


from death to ten years imprison- 
ment in. the fortress, as recommended 
toy the court martial which found him 
guilty yesterday of 
cowardice 
and 


•treason in surrendering Port Arthur, 
but to grant ihim full pardon. 


(Nicholas is personally sfriendly

A number of the members of the 


old board of public service and ''for- 
mer city council members were served 
with subpoenaes Friday by the United 
States Marshal, requirin«" their ap- 
pearance before the 
United 
States 


Circuit, court for 
the 
trial of the 


water works injunction suit. 


The whole question as presented is 


purely a legal one which the courts 
must settle. 


The statement of the water com- 


pany's attorneys follows: 
To the Editor of the Advocate: 


In response to your request for a 


statement from Mr. Verrill and 
The 


Newark Water Plant in 
regard 
to 


pending suit to stop further use of the 
water for public purposes, the com- 
pany is very glad to make the fol- 
lowing statement: 


We have no complaint to make of 


the citizens 
of Newark, and 
no 


controversy with the city 
as such. 


We have 'been glad to render such 
services as we could to provide an 
adequate water supply to the citizens 
and the city for all public and private 
uses including 
protection 
against 


fire. 


When the contract with the City 


expired on September 1st. 1906, we 
continued to serve the city as we had 
done, although iwe were advised that 
-we were under no obligations, legal 
or equitable so to do, and although 
it was then apparent that the city 
would not be able to furnish any 
water from its own, plant for any pur- 
pose for at least a year, and although 
o have shut off the water at 
that 


time would have thrown the affairs of 
Jie city and 
our citizens in an 


inextricable confusion. We took this 
attitude because we had no desire to 
put any one to any unnecesary incon- 
venience and because we had 
confi- 


dence in the fairness of the citizens 
of Newark and no doubt but that for 
such services we would receive a fair 
recompense. 


"We have maintained this 
attitude 


until now and we still have the same 
confidence in the fairness of mind of 
our citizens that we had, and if is 
only with great regret that we feel 
compelled in order to prctsct our own 
interests, to take the sfep we have. 


Although we have done as we say 


above and furnished the city with the 
same service which we had furnished 
when under contract TO do so, and al- 
though the Board of Public Service 
in recognition of the fact has issued 
its order on the City Auditor to pay 
us for our services at the same rate 
as we had under 
the old contract, 


amounting to more than 
SIS/KW.OO, 


the City Auditor refused to 
honor 


such orders and consequently we are 
unable to obtain 
any 
recompense 


whatever and we have no assurance 
that we will be any better recom- 
pensed for any future service tnau 
we have for our past services, and as 
we do not feel able 
financially 
or 


otherwise to continue to furnish val- 


uable service gratuitously 
we have 


'been compelled for our own protec- 
tion to bring suit to stop 
the 
city 


using our water. 


We recognize the fact that any in- 


convenience \vh\ch may occur will fall 
most heavily on the good people of 
the city and little or none on the of- 
ficials who are responsible for the 
situation, and hence we have decided 
only after a good deal of hesitation 
to take the step we have, but it 
seemed t/3 us that there was nothing 
left to do unless we were to be con- 
tent to loose all payment for our ser- 
vice. We feel such confidence in the 
sense of fairness of our citizens that 
we believe that, although they, who 
are totally innocent, must bear the 
brunt of the inconvenience of the sit- 
uation, they will see that we also are 
not to blame for it and that the step 
which "\ve have been compelled to 
take as a last resort for our protec- 
tion is a just and fair one under ali 
the circumstances.

uater Works company. Mr. Mauratih 
replied that the contract between the 
city and the Newark Water 
Works 


company had expired September 
1, 


1906. 
Soon after the expiration 
of 


that contract council passed an ordi- 
nance auThorizing the Board of Pub- 
lic Service to enter into a new con- 
tract wittt the water works company. 
The company, Mr. Maurath. stated, re- 
fused to enter into such contraet. 


The hydrant rental fof the months 


of September, October, November and 
December, 1906. amounting to $4,520, 
at .the old rate, was allowed by the 
Board of Public Service and a voucher 
was sent to the City Auditor, who 
made out a draft for the amount and 
sent it to H. M. Verrill. That gentle- 
man refused to accept it and returned 
same to Auditor Maurath. 


On January 1 of last year council in 


passing their semi-annual appropria- 
tion ordinance again appropriated the 
amount necessary to cover 
one-half 


year's rental of water hydrants. 


Shortly after this the draft for the 


previous four months rental had been 
returned and it was then discovered 
that .the city could not pay out any 
money whatever on 
an implied con- 


trac*. Therefore, the money appro- 
priated by Council was not ordered 
paid by the Board of Public Service. 
The same conditions existed for 
the 


second half of the year. 


The present board a few weeks ago 


entered 
into a contract 
with the 


Water Works company to furnish the 
city hydrants at the old rental. Au- 
ditor Maurath states that he will not 
refuse to make any payments under 
such cotttract'but that he will not 
make payments under 
an 
Implied 


contract. 


The city's interest at Columbus will

'oint Kesolutiou to Amend Const It u- 


li»u \Vliirli I'lissinl Senate*. 


There Is before- the General Assem- 


bly of this State, and the same has 
passed the Senate by a decisive ina- 
lority. Senate Joint Resolution No. 50, 
,o amend Section 1 of Article 2 of tbo 
'onstitutlon of the State of Ohio to 


read as follows: 


ARTICLE II. 


Sec. 1. The legislative power of this 


state shall be vested in a General As- 
sembly, which shall consist of a Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives; 
but the people reserve the right to 
enact or reject at the polls any law or 
sart of a Uw which has been passed 
ay the General Assembjy, or any pro- 
posed law which, havinf been intro- 
duced by a member of the General 
Assembly, has failed to pass, or hav- 
ng passed has been vetoed by the 
governor, or has not been passed by 
:he General Assembly without amend- 
ment. • * * "provided, however, 
that no act of the General Assembly 
shall be rejected by a popular vote, 
and no measure rejected by the Gen- 
ral Assembly shall be adopted by a 
popular vote, unless the total number 
of votes cast thereon shall aggregate 
not less t*an SIXTY PER CENT of 
the total number of votes cast at the 
election." 


A majority of the sixty per cent 


will carry any measure. 


Were the requirements of this pro- 


posed amendment such as to demand 
a MAJORITY of all the ELECTORS 
ol' the state, the advisability or neces- 
sity of such change in our Constitu- 
tion would be debatable. 


\Then the requirements are such as 


to demand but sixty per cent of the 
electors voting for the head of the 
ticket at any election and a majority 
of these votes, or but thirty per cent 
plus one vote of those voting for the 
head of the ticket will carry any 
measure, then the 
amendment be- 


comes dangerous. 


When but sixty-five per cent of the 


electors vote at an election, and but 
sixty per cent of this sixty-five per 
cent is required to rote on a proposi- 
tion, and only thirty per cent plus 
one of this sixty-five per cent is re- 
quired to decide the question, twenty 
per cent of the electors can enact or 
repeal laws. This makes this pro- 
posed Constitutional Amendment a J 
menace to the State, and requires on 
its account the serious thought and 
prompt action of conservative citizens. 


A statement of facts and figures 


compiled from official records is sub- 
mitted for your Information; it will 
show that only in times of great mo- 
ment, such as the election of a Presi- 
dent of the United States, is anything 
like a full vote registered; at_other 
times the vote is very light. 


Thus an active interest on behalf-pf 


those INTERESTED in a measure 
(and 
who would constitute a small 


minority) and a lack of interest by a 
large majority would place on our 
statutes law after law of the most 
obnoxious kind aimed at the indus- 
tries, commercial interests, and re- 
sources of our State, injuring all of 
our citizens, especially those who 
would unintelligently seek 
benefit 


through this character of legislation. 


It may readily be seen what a weap- 


on this bill will be In the bands of 
the unscrupulous and unthinking.

He took a fancy 
to me and I often helped1 him dig 
bait for fishing and. went with him 
He had all the clothes he wanted, and 
a good home with his brother George; 
just above St. Louisville, 
whenevei 


he wished to come to it; also with 
George's children. My understanding 
is that the 40 acres lying west from 
John's grave took off a flat-iron piec 
of ground east of the 
road, 
from 


which they made a grave yard. 


George Sparks, 
at 
Tiie 
time of 


John's death owned that 40 acres, 
and a son-in-law of George Sparks 
lived on that. The son-in-law's name 
was Jos. Overturf. 
John was buried 


in the graveyard, and others were 
buried there also. George put up that 
slab. 
He, as you see, was born ten 


years before the revolution, 
so he 


was too young to enlist. He was just 
a good age for the Lewis and Clark 
exploration, and told me a good many 
Indian stories. 


George 
Sparks, it 
seems, 
was 


younger, 'but 'he used to tell me of go- 
ing when a boy with his mother to 
market in the time of tlie revolution. 
They were Virginians. He enlisted 
in the army in the war of 1S12, and 
told me of several incidents of 
his 


experience in the army. I know he 
often told me while they lay at Nor- 
folk, Va., of the funny side of army 
life. Now some seem to doubt Wheth- 
er he was a soldier. I feel sure he 
•was. It seems to me I saw his dis- 
charge, but my memory is not clear 
on that point. But he got a land 
warrant and while I was yet a boy 
he gave each of .his first wife's chil- 
dren money, except 
Jeremiah Over- 


turf. I am informed by a 'grandson 
of his that in lieu of money he gave 
Overturf the land 
warrant and 
he 


took it to Missouri and applied it on 
a piece of land near Buffalo, Dallas 
county, Mo. 
, 


*I wish some one would examine the 


records at Washington. I know his 
remains lie in an obscure place on 
the hill on what was the old home- 
stead, north of St. Louisville. 
The 


farm is now owned by Craig Hutche- 
son of Newark, Nor*li Third street.
